THE BIBLE AND MODERN EDUCATIONY,. 


A lecture was recently delivered at St. George’s Hall, by Mr, Maitlan 
B.A., on “ Jewish Literature and Modern Education ; or the Use and Mig. 
use of the Bible in the School-room.” He stated that although there 
appeared to be no great difference of opinion as to the general principles of 
morality to be taught in schools, one difficulty had hitherto appeared 
insuperable, and had obstructed the formation of a general scheme of 
national education—the religious difficulty. This, he considered, arose jn 
a great measure from the want of a clear definition as to what Is the pur. 
pose of education. It was to make good’ men and women. This could be 
best accomplished by cultivating intelligence and moral sense, ; It is reason. 
able to expect that each sect should. wish its youth to be trained as rood 
members of its own faith; bat unlegs that training permitted intelligence 


and moral sense to be cultivated in the best possible manner, it would be. 


preferable to abandon sectarian education. On that point he thought there 
was not much difference of opinion. : 

All reasonable men might agree with the lecturer thus far.. Bat he 
then proceeded to state that the sole rock op which the devisers of a scheme 
of national education seemed to split, was the Bible, of which, we regret to 
say, he spoke in most disrespectful terms. He proceeded to consider how 
the London School Board had dealt with'this subject. It had been pro- 
posed by some to exclude altogether the Bible from the sehvols ; by others 
to read it, but without explanation; by others, to allow the teacher to give 
limited explanations. He consideréd that these different opinions indicated 
that it was recognised, thongh not openly, that it would be best to dispense 
with Biblical instruction ; and the propositions made with regard to reading 
the Bible in schools were equivalent to shutting our eyes to things of 
which we were afraid. Ile proceeded to contend, but with little success, 
that the Bible does not contain that morality which it should be our endea- 
vour to instil in the minds of children; and that although it may. coatain 
some good precepts, there is so much in it which is in opposition to mora- 
lity, that we ought to avoid placing it in children’s hands. He painted 
the character of the patriarchs in the blackest light. Bat all his fallacious 


- arguments proved only one of his assertions—which was, that to teach the 


Bible without comment was worse than not teaching it at all, — It appeared 
to us that the lecturer must have been tauglit it in such a manner. — [twas 


‘astonishing that a graduate of an English University, who stafed that he 


had given much consideration to the subject, could possibly read the Bible, 
even without commentary, in a light (or rather darkness) so distorted and 
86 opposed to eommon sense and to an impartial view, as to draw the con- 
clusions at which he arrived as to the lessons conveyed by the lives of the 
patriarchs and of King David. 

In many cases he —of course quite unintentionally —perverted the obvious 
meaning of the acts of Biblical personages whom we, whether Jews or Chris- 
tians, are accustomed to revere, although we may not consider them perfect. 
He did not even scruple to inisquote, in order to-carry out his precone ived 
idea that the Bible shou'd not be used as a text-book in schools, For exam- 
ple, he cited the termination of the second commandment as an instance of 
God, our ideal of goodness, being represented as punishing the innocent for 
the guilty. The quotation “for I, the Lord thy God, am a jealous God, visiting 


the iniquity of the fathers upon the children unto'the third and fourth gene- . 


ration” with the wilful omission of the all-important qualifying words “of 
them that hate me” is a fair example of. the means he used to prove a fore- 
gone conclusion, at which he must have arrived through a path beyond our 
conception, | 

The whole lecture served to confirm in us strongly the idea which we 
believe generally pervades the Jewish community, and has done so from the 
earliest times—that the Bible should be tanght with the amplest commen- 
tary, and simultaneously with the general principles of morality, for the 
communication and illustration of which, in both a positive and negative 
view, it forms the best text-book. | 

The perverted views and interpretations of the lecturer demonstrated to 
us the increased necessity for not allowing any of our children to grow up in 
that state of ignorance which would leave thein susceptible to the fallacious 


arguinents of such exponents of the value of the Bible. | 


It impressed on us if possible more profoundly than we had hitherto 
felt it the importance of providing Jewish School accommodation. to meet 
the wants of our community; and in a national point of view, as Enghsh- 
men, the importance of not trying to please all sects by teaching the 
Bible in such manner as not to offend the prejudices of any, by 
making it a sealed book to all, We agree with the lecturer im 
believing that in the schools to be established by the School Boards it 
will be advisable not-to read the Bible in that form. But we know that we 
differ from him—and glory in doing so—when we declare that we consider 


it an absolute necessity for the cultivation of pure morality, that in the 


arrangement of these schools—time, opportunity and every facility shou 
be given, to enable every child attending them to be tanght the Bible, and 


as a natural consequence Religion also, under the supervision of the autho- 
-Tittes of his own Faith,

The Board of Deputies, in reply to a communication calling their 
attention to the movement and soliciting their support for it, have at their 
last meeting passed the fullowing resolutions :— 

“That the thanks of the Board be accorded to Dr. Benisch for having invited 
its attention to the preposed Association.” | 

“That this Board, whilst expressing its warm sympathy with an undertak- 
.ing designed to promote the moral, political, and intellectual advancement of 
our corcligionists in foreign parts, and in offering its best wishes for the success 
of the movement. feels reluctantly precluded.as a body from pledging any active 
co-operation in. measures which lie beyond the scope of its constitution.” 

The. Alliance, apprised of the meeting referred tc, has addressed a 
_ letter to me, the following portion of which I translate :

“ Sin,—We have received your honoured letter of the 26th inst. The Central 
Committee thanks you once more for the efforts made-in its behalf. It hopes 
that at the appeal issued by you our English coreligionists. will join in large 
numbers in the work of the Alliance, whose importance and object you have so 
well explained, ‘The solidarity which holds together the Lsraclites of the whole 
world would thereby be knitted.still more closely, and produce the most grati- 
fying results,”

importance of the objects for which the Association is being formed, is

Sirz,—At each recurring season of the year our Charity Question crops 
up, much correspondence ensues, and then it quietly dies away, to be resus-~ 
citated in the ensuing year. Still no change or improvement is effected in 
our system. This year a correspondence wore acrimonious and personal 
than necessary has raised the question as to whether new charities should be 
formed; many advocating that our system is complete. I cannot agree 
with those who advance such a statement; nor do I think it wise to dis- 
courage new efforts for charitable purposes, where the economy of manage- 
ment precludes all’ chances of any of the money received being filtered 
through paid agencies; and as an instance that new charities should be 
fostered, I might refer to the Board of Guardians and the Soup Kitchen, 

both established avithin recent date. | 
| My object in addressing you is not for the purpose of discouraging 
new undertakings that-may supply an existing want, but for the purpose of 
asking why dual establishments already existing cannot be amalgamated, by 
which a large saving can be effected without impairing the efficacy of our 
present establishments. Your leader of the 17th inst. has already antici- 


pated the object of this letter, which was not forwarded to ycu last week — | 


as it treated upon an institution whose managers were making their Bien- 
nial appeal; any comments at such a period might appear ungracious. : 
May I then ask why the Jews’ Orphan Asylum could not amalgamate 
the objects of its charity with the Jews’ Hospital? Surely a large saving 
Would be the consequence of the fulfilment of such a scheme. The Kduca- 
tional Staff of the Jews’ Hospital would require but little addition. And . 
the domestic arrangements would require but little addition; whilst on a

__ Power of action in behalf of the charity with which he is identified, and 
Which, if too much centralised, would be quite lost ; and for that reason I 
Strongly raise my voice in favour of separate managements. 


On referring to the balance-sheet of 1869 of the Jews’ Orphan Asy-— 


lum, I find that each child cost for that year about £35. ‘The managers of 
this excellent charity cannot be blamed ior the expense, which I presume 
18 kept down as low as possible ; but it is the smal! number of children who 


‘re attending the Institution for which a large staff is necessary. I am — 


convinced that beneficial results would arise if the managers of the two 
establishments above named would meet in conference to see if such a 
Scheme is practicable as that suggested by you and by me; and if carried 
“trough in a true spirit, it would mark the commencement of a change in 
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our present communal system and the idea might be usefully extended to 
other of our charitable institutions.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISIT CHRONICLE, 

Sin,—We Jews are said to surpass all other nations in liberality and 
in the mode of our supporting our poor. But the general health of our 
poor seems not to have been sufficiently considered by the liberal and ever- 
ready friends of our charities. The aged and needy, the widow and the 
fatherless have all had particular attention bestowed upon them; such 


| attention of which we can boast. We have nobly answered every appeal 


made on their behalf. They are properly cared for, and their clean and 
healthy dwellings have not been the least consideration of their benefactors. 
But what of those of the poorer classes, who, though able to obtain a re-' 
spectable livelihood, yet cannot manage to pay the rent ofa healthy dwelling 
and consequently are obliged to live in wretched houses. What of the 
health of those poor Jews who are compelled to pass their days within the 
low fever dens of the metropolis, Are these facts out of all consideration ? 
Has it not occurred to the minds of our gencrous public that the health of-a 
nation is its happiness? Let any reader interested in the welfare of 
‘his poor brethren visit some of the homes iv the East-end of London, or in 
those parts crowded to excess with poor Jews. He will perhaps, be aston- 
ished to find from five to six families huddled together in one house of two 
stories high, the average number of souls in each family amounting to three 
and in some places more. He would not hesitate to confess that ill-health 
must prevail among these families, and would be horrorsstricken at the 
sickly faces presenting themselves to his gaze. We necd net be surprised 
at the number of deaths that take place in our midst when sickness stretches 
out its wings over these over-crowded huts, and strikes both young and old, 
man, woman and child, with the flail of disease, Our poor are too closely 
crowded; the atmosphere they breathe is actually poisoned, 


Is there no remedy for this state of affairs? Can nothing be done to 
better the dwellings of our poor?) We know the houses built by George 
Peabody, the purpose for which they were built, and the service they have 
rendered to the Christian poor, We are aware of the system upon which 
the Birkbeck Building Society procures freehold dwellings for those who are 
willing to become their own landlords, by means of weekly payments. Lf there 
is no George Peabody among us, would a society like the Birkbeck, composed 
of members of our community, fail? We have seldom failed in any of our 
charitable undertakings ; the remedying of the existing evil would be one 
of the greatest boons of charity ever conferred upon our poor brethren. The 
result of such a scheme, when once in proper working order, would notonly 
be to provide our helpless poor with healthy dwellings at a rent which 
they are now giving for unhealthy ones, but the speculation (if [ may term 


| it such) would prove rather suecessful; and though this may not seem mpi 
in the eyes of some of your readers, yet.it would indeed be a great and — 


really charitable institution, 


I trust your. readers will take this, my humble idea, into their consider- 
ation; and if they should deem it worthy of discussion they will not mind 
the trouble of discussing it in your widely spread paper, in which Lam cer- 
tain you will permit all to express their opinions freely.

JUDAISM. AND CHRISTIANITY.

Sin,—Not many centuries have elapsed since men of the same nation- 
ality and, broadly speaking, of the same faith, have regarded one another 
with deep aversion and implacable hatred, simply because they - entertained 
different opinions on some religious subjects. Society was divided; the 
Cavalier looked upon his Roundhead countryman with a fierce countenance ; 
the Puritan regarded his Episcopalian neighbour with the bitterest feel- 
ings; and both Puritanism and Anglicanism considered even the most 
enlightened doctrines of the Roman Catholic to be worse than Paganism. 
Nor were people disposed to regard their religious antagonists with theo- 
logica! animosity only. Kngland, as well as other countries, can justly 


boast of her truly religious heroes, of her pious and self-denying chil- 


dren, who preferred the endurance of misery and oppression to the sacrifice 
of honest conviction, and who have elected a glorious martyrdom, rather 
than become the ignominious victims of bigotry and intolerance. When 


_ society was so much distracted ; when life and prosperity were at the mercy 


of zealous fanatics; when even the most enlightened men of Christendom 
looked upon their Jewish countrymen with a suspicious eye-—how could the 
Jew expect to defend his religious principles? The Jew, more than any 
other religionist, was branded with invectives and imprecations without 


being able in the least to state the reasons of his conscientious opinions, — 


Happily, however, the days are gone by when the free expression of indi- 
vidual sentiment was considered as an unpardonable crime, and when 


authority endeavoured to stifle and suppress opinions differing from its — 


own. That mental emancipation for which many a noble genius resolutely 


| but vainly struggled, has triumphed at last by means of the public press; 
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me to promote the well-being of the human race. Will you, therefore, 
allow me to offer a few remarks on the above named subject? I shall 
endeavour to avoid any expression which your sensitive readers might 
construe as offensive, I earnestly urge the lady who has threatened you 
with the withdrawal of her enbscription to remember that, whilst she con- 
ceives it her duty to. convert the whole seed of Isracl, she must also be 
prepared to lieten to arguments which disprove the Messiahship of Jesus of 
Nazareth. am rather doubtful whether the Editor of the Church Record, 
or any other Church paper, would take much notice of a threat coming from 
a Jewish subscriber for publishing articles inimical to Judaism; and | 
sincerely hope that, in jnctice to Anglo-Jadaism, of which. the Jewish 
Chronicle ad able a presentative, you will not desist from publishing 
snch letters and articles as may, in your judgment, tend to prove to our 
Christian friends that we have good reason for rejecting the Nazarene reli- 
gion. 

Having made these preliminary observations I now come to the chief 
object of this letter. The Rev, Mr. Hawley, in advocating the Cause of 
Christianity, seems to lay much stress on two points ; viz., “the narrative 
of our Lord’s Resurrection’ (which he calls the central pot of the Evan- 
gélical testimony), and the wide-spread diffusion of the religion throughout 
the world. Now. with revard to the first pot, | would observe that, Sup- 
posing for the present, the-story ofthe resurrection to be true, that would 
hardly be enflicr nt evidence to prove the Messiahship of Jesus Had M r. 
Hawley studied that Herculean book, the Talmud, he would have met with 
many similar cases where people who had been supposed to be dead, and 
who had actually been buried, were, after some time, resuscitated, and lived 
many years. But I must remind Mr. Hawley that, apart from the entire 
abeence of any ext rnal and independent evidence of the alleged resturrec- 
tion, the internal evidences ‘are conflicting and contradictory. For it is a 
remarkable fact that, Matthew and Mark attribute the diséos ers 
of the recurseetion to Mary Magdalene and the other Mary only, and: that 
they found in. the sepulehre only. one angel; Luke and Jolin emphatically 
tell us that many women came to the sepulchre, awd that they wet there 
with tivo angels. Again, did Jesas after the alleged resurrection appear to 
any public body? Did he go up to the Temple, or did he show himself to 
the priests and elders ?> And what does Mr. Hawley think of the Evangelists’ 
misapplication of a plain. and uneqnivocal scriptural verse ? 
utterance to his great confidence in God's mercy, says: ‘ For thou wilt not 
leave my soul in hell, neither wilt thou suffer 3S°D7 thy saint ” (meaning 
himself) “ to see corraption (Psalm xvi—10). John, alluding to the 
wnorace of the disciples, says: “ For as yet they knew not the Scriptare, 
that he must rise again from the dead.” (John xx—%). . Now, seeing as we 
do that the testimonies of the evangelists differ widely from each other, and 
that one of then, to serve his purpose, expounds an Old Testament verse in a 
thoroughly cabalistical manner, we leave it to our Christian readers to judge 
whether or not, we have strong reason for rejecting the veracity of the 
whole story. | 

With regard to Mr. Hawley’s second argument, I beg to direct his 
atterition to the great religion of the Edst. We do not very often of 
Moslem missioparies who are anxious to propagate their faith at any price; 
nevertheless, it is a fact that Mohamedanism has efected as muchas 
‘Christianity in eradicating idolatry and uprooting image-worship. The 
grand doetrine of the Koran is the Unity of God; and Lo destroy idolatry 
and to promulgate this doctrine among the Arabian tribes, was the chief 
object of Mohammed, Yet Mr. Hawley will scarcely acknowledge the dis imity 
of the founder of Islam; and will certainly: reject the story of the Night 
Journey, As the Rev. Mr. Hawley particularly urges. us to consider the 
piety and honesty of Saul of Tarsus, permit me to notice one or. two traits 
in his character, What would the reverend gentleman think of a man 
who, to accouiplish his designs, professed himself to be both a Jew and a 
Christian at one and the same time? Would he entertain a very high op- 
inion of one who repeatedly denied the plain truth; or wonld he consider 
a preacher to be of a superior moral standing, when in almost all his dis- 
courses he deliberately misqueted and perverted the plain truth of the Bible? 
Yet, I venture to think that to me, as’ a reader of the works of Saul of 
Tarsus, in an historical light; Saul stands in the very same position. For, 
he, himself, tells us that he was “all things to all men”; a Jew with the 
Jews, arid as one uncircumcised among the uncircumcised. Among the 
Jews he maintained that he “taught nothing against the Law, and the 
Prophets ;" and to the “ foolish” Galatian he asserted that the Law of Moses 
“ was made a curse for us.” Instead of defending himself from the charge 
of teaching heterodoxical and pernicious doctrines, he took advantage of 
the prejudices and ill-feeling that existed in the Council by throwing an 
apple of discord between the Pharisees and the Sadducees. The Jews of 
Asia accused him of deliberately renouncing the principles of Judaism. 
“* Men of Israel, help,” cried his accusers ; “ this is the man that teacheth 
all men every where against the people, and the law, and this place; and 
further, brought Gireeks also into the Temple, and hath pollated this holy 
oe And what do you think, dear Christian reader, bis answer was ? 

Vhy this! “ Brethren, I ama Pharisee, and the son of a Pharisee ; 

concerning the hope of the resurrection ofthe dead, I am now judged,” 
Saul was a learned man, and sat at the feet of Gamaliel, and 
therefore, knew fall well the true sense of Scripture. It would 
be out of place to enter here into a critical examination of Saul’s 
theology. 1 shall, therefore, produce only one specimen, leaving the rest 
to the reader's jadgment, “ Scripture saith, Say not in thine heart who

shall ascend into Heaven?” (that is, to bring Christ down from above), 


“or who shall descend into the deep ?” (that is, to bring up Christ ayain 
from the dead). “ But the word is nigh unto thee” (that is, the word of 
feith which we preach, &c.)

“ There is a passage in Sir George Bowyer’s letter, in your last, expressive 
of sentiments which, entertained as they are by one who holds a prominent rank 
amongst the members of his church, I hail with particular satisfaction. The 
passage [ mean is the following: ‘For all who have studied Hebrew must admit 
that some of the passages in the Authorised Version of the Old Testament which 
are assumed to refer to our Lord are inaccurate. I am a most sincere Christian - 
but I cannot deny this. And I thin'’s that some of the well known headings of 
chapters in the Authorized Version are fanciful or incorrect. It seems to me 
{hat these things are not creditable to Christianity. Those questions of interpre- 
tation ought to be fairly met and dealt with.’ ” 


Irom this passage | gaiher that Sir George Bowyer takes objection 
to the Authorised Version of the Old Testament from the fact that in many 
of the headings of chapters in our Authorised Version we assume falsely 
that, the prophecies in the several chapters apply to Christ. 

Sir George Bowyer, in your issve of the 17th ult., re-asserts the charge, 
and to which you add the following note :— | 

“Sir George Bowyer is, perhaps, not aware that the titles and headings of 
the chapters of the Bible are interpolations, and that they do not exist in the 


Flebrew text or iv any Bible except the Authorised Version. 


Sir George Bowyer, as you are aware, is a most determined and zealous 
member of the Roman Church; we of the Anglican Church are not at all 
surprised, therefore, that he should take every occasion to attack onr 
Authorised Version; but in the present instance he is singularly unforta- 
nate, if the headings complained of are blemishes. I have no desire to 
make use of your space to enter into a controversy with Sir George Bowyer ; 
but you will, [am sure, permit me to. correct the error in your editorial 
remark, contained. in the words, “or in any Bible except the Authorised 
Version.” 

[ have now before me the translation of the Old Testament now in cir- 
culation among the members of Sir G. Bowyer’s communion—lI mean Dr. 
Challoner’s—with the approval of two Roman Bishops, one of whom was 
the late Cardinal Wiseman. In this edition we have headings almost 
throughout the Old Testament. Wherever it is possible, Christ is put forth 
as prophesied or symbclised, particularly throughout the Psalms :— 

I’salm iii. —“ The prophet’s danger and delivery trom his own Absalom 
~-mystically the passion and’ resurrection. of Christ.” 

Psalm viii. —“ God is wonderful in His works: especially in mankind 
singularly exalted by the incarnation of Christ. | 
Psalm xv,— Christ’s future vietory and triumph over the world and 
death.” And. so on almost throughout the whole of the Psalms. 

Witness one more instance, the Ixviii. Psalm: “ Christ in his passion 
declareth the greatness of his sufferings and the malice of his  persecutors 
the Jews; and foretelleth their reprobation.” | 

The‘whole of the Canticles are siated in the headings to apply to Christ. 
po the Apocryphal Book “of Wisdom” the headings contain also many 
prophesies of Christ’s coming, passion, resurrection, and other Christian 
mysteries. 

‘To the “ Prophecy of Isaias ;” the headings of almost every chapter 
point to Christ. Take one only, For example the liii Chapter— A prophecy 
of the Passion of Christ.” | 

Take again Daniel and the 70 weeks, Cap. ix.- ‘ Gabriel informs 
him (Daniel) concerning the seventy weeks tu the coming of Christ.” _ 

In correcting therefore your inadvertent error, permit me also to express 
my astonishment at the hardihood of Sir George Bowyer in attacking the 
Authorised Version on a point so peculiarly characteristic of the Romish

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GREAT SYNAGOGUE. 


The Rev. Chief Rabbi preached at the Great Synagogue on Sabbath 
last, ‘The subject of the reverend doctor's sermon was “ The advent of a 
personal Messiah.” The text chosen was the three verses preceding the 
commencement of the Haphtorah for 59935 M30, “ Behold, I will send 
My messenger, and he shali clear out the way before Me: and suddenly 
will come to His temple the Lord, whom ye seek; and the messenger of the 
covenant, whom ye desire for, behold, he is coming, saith the Eternal of 
Hosts. But who can sustain the day of his coming? and who can stand 
when he appears ? for he is like the fire of the melter, and like the eye of 
the washers ; and he will sit as a melter and purifier of silver; and he 
will purify the sons of Levi, and refine them as gold and silver, that they 
may offer unto the Eternal an offering in righteousness” (Malachi, iii. 1, 
2,3). The advent of a personal Messiah, observed the Chief Rabbi, is one 
of the fundamental doctrines of Jadaism. Throughout the Hebrew Scrip- 
tures, from Moses the first of prophets, to Malachi, the prophet with whose 
utterances the Sacred Canon closes, the doctrine of a personal Messiah is 
broached throughout, Thas we find in Deuteronomy xxx. 3, 4, 5, “ That 
then the Eternal thy God. . . . will again gather thee from all the 
nations ; whither the Eternal thy Godhath scattered thee: if thy outcasts 
be at the ontmost parts of Heaven. . . . And the Eternal thy God 
will bring thee into the land which thy fathers possessed, and thou shalt 
possess il, etc.” This prophecy was not fulfilled by the return from Baby- 
jon, as only a part of the twelve tribes returned then. The allusions to a 
personal Messiah are rrost numerous in the book of Isaiah and in those of 
the other prophets. The characteristics which shall distinguish the advent 
and rule of a personal Messiah are too minutely described to be explained 
away by flimsy arguments, such as that they allude to civilisation, the 


flourishing of nations, &c. It is not by eliminating from our prayer- 


book those portions which particularly allude to the advent of the messenger 


of the covenant that we shall cause Judaism to be more respected inthe eyes | 


of mankind. When Israel shall offer unto the Eternal an offering of righte- 
ousness, viz., When they. shall serve God with a good heart, and obey His 
law, then the regeneration of Israel, the messenger of the covenant, will 
come, It therefore beboves us all to do righteousness, for he may come 
“suddenly,” and the day of the Eternal. which to some ‘shall burn as an 
oven,” will be to those “* who fear the Eternal and for those who revere His 
name 3" aday on whieh “the sun of righteousness shall shine with healing’ 
in his wings.” And then shall -be “ pleasant unto the Eternal the offerings 
of Judah and Jerusalem as in. the days of ‘old, and .as in former years.” 
‘Then will all-Israel be again: gathered to the land of their fathers, and that 
glorious neriod when all mankind shall worship the Eternal of Hosts. will 
be preceded by the coming of Elijah the prophet, who shall “turn back the 
hearts of the fathers to the children, and the hearts of the children to their 
fathers.”

Every case was thoroughly investigated prior to the applicants being 
relieved, and only such amounts were given as the distress required, and 
the good character of the recipients deserved. | : 

The expenditure for the past year was £356 14s. 1ld. The receipts 
Were £266 8s, 8d. The deficiency was made good by a benefit at the theatre, 
and a balance remains in hand, ‘The election of officers for 1871 was then 
proceeded with. Mr. George Myers, president; Mr. Abraham Cohen, 
freasurer; Mr. G. L. Gocdman, honorary secretary, were unanimously re-

The seventh annual meeting of the directors and subscribers of th 
Sydney Jewish Sabbath Schoo! was held on Jan. 8th, at the Masonic Hall 
for the presentation of the annual report, the examination of scholars, and 
distribution of prizes. There were about 300 ladies and gentlemen present. 
On the motion of the Rev. A. B, Davis, Mr. 8. A. Joseph took the 
chair. In doing so that gentleman referred to the length of the programm e 
ty be gone through, and requested the Rev. Mr. Davis to open the 
proceedings 

The Reverend Gentleman complied, and, after offering up @ prayer 
proceeded to examine the children, The examination was principally con- 
fined to the Torah, the Precepts, Oral Law, Jewish Calendar, and Festivals. 
The readiness of some of the elder scholars in giving Scriptaral texts, 
chepter and verse, in support of their previous -replies, proved conclusively 
that they understood the meaning and scope of some of the rather abstruse 
questions that had been put tothem. <A short prayer followed the ex- 
amination, and the chairman called upon the honorary secretary to read the 


annual report. It appeared from this document that there has been some - 


decrease of interest taken hitherto in several of the departments, and some 
diminotion in the ratio of improvement observable in each of the past 
years. The number of children apon the roll had been 149 —boys 87, girls 
62; and the average attendance 83—boys 52, girls, 31; a falling off of 
20 in each as compared with the previous year, There are nineteen 
classes, presi led over by eleven ladies and eight gentlemen. The senior 
classes have been furnished with a work lately published by the Rev. Presi- 
dent, and have been taught much of the basis of our faith, and the customs 
and ceremonies of traditional Judaism. The reports fiom the juvenile 
library and savings bank, a new branch of the school, were very satisfactory. 
The directors expressed their thanks to the oflicers of the schools and the 
Baroness de Rothschild. — the treasurer’s account showed a belance of £69 
l6s. 6d ; the expenditure of the yar having been £65 lds. 9d ; and the 
receipts £45 12s. 3d. The reading of the report was followed by consider- 
applause, 

The Chairman, in addressing the meeting, said that as he had, had no 
opportunity of seeing the report before it was read, he claimed indalsrence 
for any want of- intimacy it: contents he might exhibit. In-a very able 
address he reviewed the events of the past year anc pleaded eloquently for 
increased support, Ilethen moved the adoption of the report, coupling with it 
a resolution conveying the thanks of the meeting to the Rev, Mr. Davis and 
the officers and teachers of the school, for their services In connection with it. 

Mr. Saul Samuel seconded the motion, and the report was adopted 
amidst applause. 

On the motion of Mr. Joseph, the following gentlemen were. elected 


directors for the ensuing year—:The Rev. A. BG. Davis, Messrs. M. Moss, - 


S. Nelson; M. Nelson, Coben, B, Francis, D. L. Levy, A. De 
Lissa, and M. Gotthelf. After-which, Mr, L. Phillips was elected a life 
governor, 

The Rev. Mr. Davis, expressed his thanks for the flattering manner in 
Which the ¢hairman had referred to his services. 

Prizes were then distributed by the Chairman. Medals were awarded 
to Mary Sadling and Pinchas Selig. They were. clegant trophies, the 
design being two gcelden tnangles, interlaced upon a corrugated silver star, 
and suspended by a Magenta ribbon from a gold bar. On the surface of the 
triangles is au inscription denoting that the prize is the gift.of the Baroness 
de Rothschild, and bearing the date of the Jewish year. In the centre is a 
circle cf red enamel, with a Hebrew inscription, meaning “ Learning is a 
tower of strength,” which is surrounded by a band of white enamel with the 
words “ Sydney Jewish Sabbath School.” It is hardly necessary to add that 
the fortunate wearers were loudly cheered as the decoration was handed 
to them. 

Mr. Joseph addressed the children, and urged them to avail themselves 
gladly and thankfully of the religious instruction placed by friends within 
their power. He concluded by thanking the meeting for the kind manner iu 


which they had elected him to conduct the meeting, and requested that the-

PASSO VE R. 


Tur Festival of Passover is the Fi of a Deliverance from 


Bondage —the greatest Deliverance recorded in History. It may justly be 
called the * greatest,” both from the mode in which it was carried into effect 
and from the consequences thet proceeded from it. It was effected by the 
direct interposition of the Divine Hand, which made itself manifest by an 
unparalleled series of signs and wonders. Its results were the most moment- 
ous of all registered in the narrative of Humanity. From this one event— 
the deliverance of a few thousands of humble serfs from their captivity in a 
remote corner of the world—that world woke to a new life: a new life in 


which the lights of Civilization, cf Freedom, and of Morality—dawning on 
the arid coasts of the Red Sea and amidst the trackless wastes of the Arabo- 


Syrian wilderness—broke on the world in splendour; a new life in which 
the principles of true Religion, animated with a spirit appealing to man’s 
heart, strengthened by the logie that appeals to his mind and accompanied 
by the codes that were to rule his action, uplifted its Light on the surface 
of the world—thenceforth to be an Ev verlasting Light—at tims shrouded, 


at times waning, at times blended with impure rays from less holy or ftom 


unboly founts ; but never to be wholly extinguished. 
This is the Festival of Deliverance from Bondage. And, even, if its 
significance and its teaching stopped here, it would be the greatest of all 


events of its nature, But its significance takes a broader range. Its sugges- 


tiveness appeals to almost every event of life, and to every trial that affects 


: the heart. For what, after all, is the story of the world—what is the story 


of each life—but the story of a deliverance from bondage, or of a series or 
alternations of deliverance from bondage? This idea prevails not only in 
the materia! life of man, as we know it from the history of nations or from 
the life story of individuals; but it prevails in the moral and intellectual 
history of the world—and even in the wide range of nature, so far as we know 
it—from the great cosmic laws which maintain the planets in their mighty 
course, and which control the comets in their wild rush through space, to 
those familiar principles of vitality which govern the growth of the ham- 
blest violet that lies hidden in the dell. 


. Yes, there is a story of Deliverance from Bondage in all. Thus in the 
natural world, It is said that the world which we inhabit, and the planets 
that are its comrades in its circling career, are portions of a greater orb— 
portions which have undergone a deliverance from the bond of intimate 
centripetal attraction and are now revelling in the freedom of centrifugal 
motion. The growth of the plants of the fields is a story of the deliverance 
of the imprisoned seed from the bondage and darkness of the soil to the 
freedom of the flowing air of earth and the beaming light of Heaven. In 
every recurring spring, earth wakes from the thraldom of winter, and’‘salutes 
its great Deliverance with the murmur of rippling streams freed from the 


chains of ice and the budding foliage of its forests freed from the bonds of | 


frost. That great Art, which ‘in its various channels of utility is the greatest 
art of all in the broad empire of Industry—for on it all others are dependent 
—Metallurgy—is the Deliverance of the giant powers that lie imprisoned 
in the secret chambers of the mine to the great I’reedom of Usefulness, 
Action and Benefit. 

History teems with instances of the deliverance of nations from 
bondage—the constant triumphs of the aspirations of mankind for Li berty, 


‘These are familiar to every schoolboy, and need no illustrations. But the 


moral history of man, as well as his political history, is a narrative of his 
gradual deliverance from the bondagé of error and ignorance to the liberty 
of truth and knowledge. The chains that yoke him are severed link by 


link ; and the coils of the cords that bind him to earth are unravelled, 60 


that he soars higher and higher in his upward flight. And in every huian 
life, as we all know full well, is the record of a gradual deliverance: 


- until “death,” as Scarier said, “ makes all things clear.” And what is 


death itself but the deliverance of the earth-bound spirit, imprisoned in its 


frame and chained to the material world—its deliverance to the liberty of ° 


the Unknown Life which spreads beyond the grave? And if at times, as 
perhaps, alas ! it does to many of us, the leaving those we love in the dark 
close grave seems as if we committed them to a bondage, a darkness, a 
terrible thraldom—then the hope of the Great Deliverance that will come 


to them in their cold resting-placs and bear them into immortal Freedom, 


rises in our hearts and teaches us how to bless Him who raiseth those who 
are bowed, Who logseneth those who are bound, and Who will revive the 
dead, 


The story of the Passover is, therefore, a story of stupendous associ- 
ations with all that is mortal, and with all that we know of the Immortal. 
Apart from these considerations, it is singular that many Jews appear 


unconscious of the high significance of the event which exercised so strong — 
an influence on the fortunes of the world. The Jews were the pioneers of . 


Progress and Law. They, when they went forth on their way to the Land 
of Promise, marched forward into the whole world bearing at the front the 
Banner which was to be the signal of the new humanity. The Exodus 
was the greatest revolution in the world’s history. 


But even here the incidents of the Exodus seem to typify the story of 


our lives. We pass through the mystery of the sea of life like our ances- 


tors passed through the mysterious passage of the Red Sea. We perceive, — 


indeed, the sod on which we tread, but on either side all is hidden by the. 
parted walls which limit our channel of action and our scope of thought. 
Yet above them we see the bright sky, always present to our longing gaze, 
never hidden by an impenetrable cloud. The waves are parted for our tread. 


Happy we if the passions that pursue us pr like the Egyptians in the 
sea of life that we leave behind. 


Who amongst us has not pictured the great scene of the ‘Delive- 


rance—the mighty waves receding and lifting on high their foaming, heaving — 
walls; while the long hurrying procession, hastily equipped for their mar- ~ 
—-Yellous journey, wound down the banks and crossed the mysterious bed of — 
the Sea; while behind them clashed the weapons and crashed the wheels of 


the myriad pursuers, The fugitives went forth from evils that they knew to 


evils that they knew not of, into a life all unknown to them, and which they. 
with their untatored hearts, would not take on trust—not fully believing, 
though they were eye witnesses of the wonders that were wrought before 
them; though we—emancipate from the bondage of blindness and doubt— _ 
implicitly believe, after the lapse of three thousand years; not only because — 


experience has shown us the effects of the marvellous events which sprang 
from this miracle of the Exodus, but because—as humanity grows older and 


real knowledge prevails—faith stronger and firmer: in the 


breast. 


When we tell. this old story to our as we all hope todo, on 
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evenings of Passover, it may be that when we look around us we shall note 
some changes from the preceding year. It may be that some wanderer 
long absent from home may have returned to take the place of his childhood 
at the familiar board, It may be that the forming of new ties may have 
prought new faces to the family gathering—faces freshly there, but welcome 
as the older ones. It may be that some young child, for the first time 
emancipated from the bondage of the nursery, takes his new place among the 
iiberties of the Paschal supper, blesses his parents with his pleasant 

agence and lisps with faltering tongue the well-known child’s question of 
the Hagadah. It may be that some have gone away from us to seek fresh 
homes or fair fortunes in some far-off land—gone away and it. may be 
long ere they return, It may be, alas! that during the year that has past, 
we have eaten the bread of affliction—the bitter herb of mourning: and 
seme loved; honoured face may be no more amidst those that. gather round 


the cloth—no more amidst the faces of earth. But, then, if this home- 


sorrow checks the Festival-joy, let us not forget that on this Celebration 
of our Deliverance from bondage, the one who has been taken from us has 
been released from the bondage of care, trouble and doubt, to the liberty 
of immortal life; from the battles and struggles of the world to the rest of 
the grave. Let us remember that to the dead there will one day arise a new 
Passover— he last Festival of Freedom, when the bondage of the grave 
shall be broken for ever, and when with a mighty hand and an outstretched 
arm the Father who led our fathers out ot Egy»t, wi!l prepare the wondrous 
way and lead every spirit to the Freedom of Our Promised Land—our Hea- 
venly Home! 


THE SHEFFIELD CONGREGATION, 
WE refer our readers to an appeal which appears in our advertising columns, 
from the congregation of Sheffield. We urge them to read it carefully, and 
ty note the grounds on which our Sheffield brethren appeal to their London 
brethren. We think they have made out a strong case. . Assuredly, no 
congregation hes hitherto appealed on more unexceptionable grounds. We 
cannot believe that such an appeal will be in vain. 

It appears that there are numerous Jews in Shefficld-—a community of 
probably about 130 souls. A very great proportion of this community | 
censists of persons in indigent circumstances, who not. only cannot support 
their Synagogue, bat who can scarcely in many cases support themselves. 
Indeed, it is stated that no Jewish congregation has so large a proportion 
of poor families as that of Sheffield. In this large community there are only 
seventeen paying members. They. meet for divine worship in a miserably 
dilapidated building, which has been frequently repaired at great expence, 


but is now beyond repair, It 1s in so dangerous a condition that the wor- 


shippers are in fear for the safety of their lives. 

There is a school, in which thirty two children, girls and boys of various 
classes in society, are crowded in a room about fourteen feet square, under 
the care of one teacher. Nothing can be more perilous to the health and 
even the morality of children than this pernicious over-crowding. The 
condition of the atmosphere in the summer months must be frightfal. 
Children cannot learn with efficiency unless they can learn in comfort. 
The derivation of the term School is a Greek word meaning Kase. 
But in such a school-rvom as this there is not only absence of ease, 
not only discomfort —but positively danger to health. The mingling of boys 
and girls in one room is manifestly improper, Every day the eccentric 
action of the School Boards renders it more and more imperative on us, the 


Jews of England, to establish and maintain denominational schools of our 


own—schools in which Religion shall be taught and the Bible shall be read 
and, explained; but in a Jewish fashion. Let us save our children 
from the two dangers which the mixed state schools present; either no 
religious teaching, or teaching Sectarian Religion. This in effect is the 
Seyita and Cuaryspis through which the Jewish child has to. steer. 
We can only save him from the danger by stpporting suitable Jewish 
schools in which children shall receive religious and secular instruction. 
But they must be suitable schools -not schools that we should be (and 
ought to be) ashamed to show our Christian brethren, oe | 
The State hasdately, by its Education Act, accepted the responsibility 
of education, and bas declared it to be its duty to look to the education of all 
children born in the State. If that be true of this great country with the 
difficulties arising from its multifarious forms of religiocs creed and sect, 
how much more strongly must it be so of one community in that country, 
the Jews, who have no such difficulty; since they admit the necessity of - 
religious education, and have only one form of religious teaching. Let us 
remember and take well to heart this solemn fact: that it is our responsi- 
bility—the responsibility of each and all of us, individually and collectively 
—to see that Jewish children be trained, reared, and instructed in that 
Holy Religion which is our most sacred inheritance, and which we received 
m our ancestors three thousand years ago to hand down unimpaired to 


If the congregation of Sheffield were wealthy and independent, no 


‘loubt they would not appeal to their brethren for aid. But there are few | 


amongst them capable of contributing towards the cost—not only of the 
erection—but even of the maintenance of a synagogne. Surely this is an 
instance claiming consideration. We cannot admit—we never have 
admitted—that there is any local distinction between Jews, They are all 
members of one family. Our Christian fellow countrymen regard all mem- 
bers of their own communion as their brethren whenever there is occasion 
to provide means for worship and instruction. We Jews, to whom the prin- 
ciple of brotherhood is even more essential, should not be outrivalled. 

A few spirited gentlemen of Sheffield recently ventured on giving a 
public ball to obtain funds for a synagogue and school. ‘Their efforts were 
successful. The respected Mayor, the Mayorxss, and the ¢lite of the gentry 
favoured the festival with their presence; and the nucleus of a fund was 
formed, Hence, it is clear that our Sheffield brethren are anxious to help 
themselves, and they lack neither spirit nor energy for tie purpose—but 
they need means. 2 

The 17 paying members cannot carry out their aim unaided. A suit- 
able building would be an object to which we might call the attention of the 
whole great Yorkshire district, with justifiable pride, Such an undertaking 
would tend to check the current of conversion, for it would’ show that 
English Jews are zealous for their creed, and ready to make sacrifices for 
it. A synagogue and school in Sheflield—one of the most important towns 
in England—might draw thither numerous Jewish families, and offer them 


a new centre of industrial activity, An opportunity of showing zeal and 


spirit is presented. Let us help our Sheffield brethren to build a Syna- 


gogue worthy of their town, worthy of our resources, and worthy of their 
and our faith. 3 


“A MOTHER ISRAEL.” 


The Ladies Own Journal contains a letter from a Christian gentleman 
relating to a Jewish lady whose decease in December last was referred to 


in these columns, The letter is of communal interest, and we, therefore, 
insert it: , 

“Sir,—Although the ancient Hebrew race has supplied us with our 
very highest types of human excellence, yet, unfortunately for ourselves, 
we seldom. look among their descendants for model men or model women. 
Yet, it is not the less true that these still exist, and. in.very great numbers. 
Many men of princely magnificence are to be met with whose charities are un- 
bounded, judicious, and unsectarian; splendid scholars and refined gentlemen 
are to be found among thein, as well as wiost enterprising tradera and the 
world’s great masters in the science and art of finance. But it is in their do- 
mestic relations that we have most to learn—the fine old fifth commandment 
seems to be branded on the hearts of the young Jews; hence loving parents and 
dutiful children are almost the invariable rule. 

“I take the liberty of asking :you to insert, as appropriate for a ladies’ 
journal, two notives of an heroic and exemplary Jewish lady, who is justly cons 
sidered a less to her community in London, and whom I once had the privilege 
of meeting in that great metropolis, Though ardently attached to the faith 
of her fathers, with its imposing ceremonial and a ritual which has been in use 
for thousands of years, being chanted over the wide, wide world in tho grand 
Hebrew language, and in the Lallowed words of the Sweet Singer and of the great

That the surplus or deficiency, as the cage 
may be, of the Burial Society shall . be paid over to, or be made good b 
the Treasurers of the United Synagegue; bnt the Burial Society shall be, 
AS far as possible, self-supporting, and a balance-sheet shall be annually 
rendered to the Council.”

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METROPOLITAN FREE HOSPITAL. 


In a remote corner of London—in one of its most squalid, and most 
densely populated quarters—far removed from frequented thoroughfares, in 
which a more stately and prominent pile would attract attention, is one of the 
most useful hospitals. It is, unfortunately, unendowed. It has to depend 
from year to year on what, at the best, are only chance contributions for its 
support. The Metropolitan Free Hospital, in Devonshire-square, Bishops- 
gate, was established nearly thirty five years ago, for the purpose of relieving 
the sick poor without the delay or formality of a recommendation, and with- 
out distinction of nationality or creed. Its unsectarian character will be 
thoroughly appreciated when one observes amongst its patrons and stewards 
such representative men as the Archbishop of Canterbury, the Honourable 
Rustomjee Jamsetjee Jejeebhoy, Archbishop Manning, John Gurney [I'ry, 
‘and Baron Lionel de Rothschild. Its work will be best-appreciated when 
one learns that 30,602 persons attended as patients during the past year ; 


the number of attendances being nearly 79,000—or an average of more than 
1,500 weekly. 


The claims on its care are naturally numerons, from the 
peculiarly necessitous condition of the population in whose midst it is placed, 
and from the great quantity of sickness, no doubt traceable to poverty and 


_its concomitant evils, over-crowded and utterly unwholesome dwellings, in- 


sufficient food, and impure air: and also to the fact that a mass of the sur- 
rounding denizens are foreigners, who find special difficulty in acclimatizing 
themselves in London, and who are constantly suffering from illness. The 
prompt action due to the system of the Hospital (instant attention to cases, 
without recommendation) doubtlessly is doubly aseful—bis dat qui cito dat— 
since illness is checked at an incipient stage and its development in the 
patient and its spread in his own vicinity and into other localities are thus 
often prevented. 7 

Speetal wards for Jews are provided in this Hospital. The Hospital 
is in the heart of the Jewish quarter, close to the Jewish Board of Guardians 
and to those wretched lanes and alleys well known to those who are in the 
habit of visiting our poor. There have been no less than 17,517 attendances 
of Jewish patients in 1870; 418 Jews were admitted to the Jewish wards 
of whom 201 were cured and 165 relieved. The Jewish community have 
supported the cause of the Hospital very génerously—its cause having been 
zealously advoeated by the Messieurs Defries, who have been special friends 
of the Hospital. We notice their names in the list of Stewards of a con- 
templated anniversary festival, to take place on the 27th instant—a_ list 
which also contains the names of Baron de tothschild, a Mr. J, M. 
Montefiore and Mr. Moss Isaacs, among a number of Christian prelates and 
noblemen, and gentlemen of high social rank. We should have been glad 
to have seen a greater number of Jewish gentlemen on the list ; and we 
sincerely hope that there will be a considerable response from our commu- 
nity to the appeal for assistance made by Messrs. Defries on behalf of this 
Hospital. | 

We think that the statements we have urged plainly without any fiorid 
ornamentation of language, in their simple truth, form in themselves 
strong claims —the claims of this institution on our community for generous 
support. Not indeed solely because it extends its benefits largely to Jews; 
not solely because the spread of illness in the neighbourhood of the Hospital 
might preve most disastrous to Jewish families which are so thickly 
scattered in this populous district. No, we take higher, nobler, let us add, 
thoroughly Jewish grounds. To the Jew all men are brethren: wherever 
they may be born, howsoever they may worship. To the Jew the care of the 
sick—the helping of the poor—are solemnly imposed, and stringent religious 
duties. It matters not to the Jew whether the sick or the poor be Jew or 
Christian if he have wherewithal to help them, — Let it be sufficient to say 
that this free, unendowed Hospital is in want of pecuniary assistance. There | 
is no holier work in life than that which it performs.’ We heartily hope that 
its appeal will meet with a vigorous, a generous, and a prompt response 
from our brethren..

MANCHESTER JEWS’ SCHOOLS. 


The annual examination of the pupils of the Manchester Jews’ Schools 
was held on Sunday, the 2nd inst., in the large school room; Mr. Edward 


Nathan in the chair. A numerous concourse of subscribers, visitors and 
parents of the children were present. ‘ 

The proceedings commenced with the singing of SSP 7°54, which 
was admirably executed under the able leadership of the singing mistress, 
as were several other melodies, with which the day's programme was 
interspersed, 

The examination comprised reading, spelling, grammar, history, geo- 
graphy, arithmetic, &c. The proficiency of the pupils in these several branches 
of instruction was such as to elicit the warmest approbation of the audience. 
In mental arithmetic especially the quick intelligence and remarkable aceu- 
racy of the children evokedadeserved applause. 

At the termination of the examination, Mr, Lovis Brurens moved, 
“ That the Assembly express its satisfaction with the day's. proceedings, 
affording such gratifying proof of the progress of the pupils; and that the 
thanks of the subscribers be conveyed to Mr. Ephraim Harris, M.A., the 


head master; to Miss Lyons, the head governess; and to the several teachers 


for their unremitting diligence and zeal.” 

This resolution was seconded. by Miss Becker, a member of the Man- 
chester School Board, who expressed her acknowledgments to the Managers 
for the opportunity afforded her of witnessing the very interesting and 
admirable examination which reflected so much credit and honour on the 
committee of this excellent school as well as on the teachers and pupils. 
She would consider the School Boards highly privileged if they could avail 
themselves of such well organised establishments for the reception of the 
children whom it would be their duty in the future to provide with educa- 
tion; bnt she doubted if there would be found any to excel this Manchester 
Jews’ School in the quality and snecess of the teaching.

Emma Hope, £3; junior, Harriet Firth, books, 15s. The rest of the prizes 
consisted in rewards for good conduct, the gift of Mr. A. Hirsch: £1 


each to the best girl and the best boy selected by the voices of the whole 


school ; rewards for punctuality and excellent sewing presented to the 
girls by Mr. Micholls ; and books of the value of £5 shared among the 
pupils generally who had obtained the largest number of marks. ae

feeling remarks on the occasion. | 


Mr. then resumed the chair, and a resolution expressive 


of grateful acknowledgement to the President, Mr. Edward Nathan, was 
moved by the Rev. Professor D, M. Isaacs and seconded by Rey. Dr. Gor- 
rurit. These gentlemen took occasion ‘very eloquently to eulogize the 


institution and to add their testimony to the satisfactory results of the. 


examination, The Rev. Professor Isaacs especially congratalated the mem- 
bers on the gigantic strides which the schools had made since his first 
advocacy of the cause of education from the pulpit—now upwards of thirty 
years ago; and concluded, after an earnest appeal for continued aid to so 
noble an object, by referring to the zeal and munificence of the president 
of the schools. . . 

Mr. Natuan assured the assembly of his appreciation of their good 
will and his pride in the honourable position assigued to him. He thanked 
Miss Becker for her presence and support, and felt gratified at the favour- 
able impression she would carry away with her. He begged to remind his 
auditors that although that was a denominational school, yet children of 
other than the Jewish creed participated in its benefits and would be foun 
among the successful competitors for prizes that day. af)
